Angling Times editor Richard 
Lee said: “It has arisen because 
a lot of eastern Europeans do 
not fish for pleasure but for 
the table. 


“We seem to be among the few 
who don’t keep their catch. 

“There is a lot of frustration 
because it seems little can be 
done and there is a fear people 
will take things into their own 
hands. 

“If these people were made 
aware of the rules most would 
toe the line. It is a matter of 
education.” 

In the UK anyone fishing fresh 
waters needs a licence. Anglers 


can only use a rod and line and 
are restricted on the number of 
fish they can take away. 

But the illegal use of nets has 
rocketed since large numbers 
of immigrants began to flood 
into Britain. 

The foreigners cannot under- 
stand the British practice of 
returning the catch to the water. 

Angling clubs who pay to 
stock their waters are furious 
at the way their fish keep 
disappearing. 

An Environment Agency 
spokesman said: “This is some- 
thing which has been raised 
nationally and we are taking 
measures to educate people. 

“In addition to water bailiffs, 
we have introduced enforce- 
ment officers who are equipped 
to tackle serious fishing crime. 

“They will also be used in 
regions that have high rod 
licence evasion levels or a 
history of hostility. 

“We are also stepping up edu- 
cation about fisheries law.”

Terrified Cheryl yesterday told of her fury at the 
sick attempt to ruin her fairytale summer wedding at 
posh Wrotham Park in Barnet, Herts. The creepy 
text came through just as 
she was putting on her 
stunning £110,000 Roberto 
Cavalli satin wedding 
dress. 

She said: “I had one on 
my wedding day. How 
rude and inconsiderate is 
that? They blatantly knew 
I was getting married.” 

Desperate Cheryl has 
now changed her phone 
number four times. 

And she’s also switched 
mobile phone networks to 
escape calls from her 
twisted tormenters. 

But she has been left so 
badly shaken that she 
now refuses to answer 
any calls she gets from 
withheld numbers.

She also called in police after 
being constantly plagued and is 
furious that her number got out.

Man” drug trial firm has had 
a £1million bonus - and the 
victims haven’t had a penny. 

While the six men wait for com- 
pensation, Parexel chief executive 
Josef H von Rickenbach, 51, has 
received the huge sum in the form 
of cash, a pay rise and shares. 

Four other senior executives on 
Parexel’s board also received payouts. 

The bumper deal has been branded 
“an insult” by one lawyer acting for the 
doomed experiment’s volunteers. 


Injected 


Apart from a £10,000 interim payment 
in March, the men - who suffered organ 
failure — have had no compensation. 

After being injected with an experi- 
mental drug six months ago at Parexel’s 
London clinic, their heads and limbs 
swelled to three times the normal size. 

Trainee plumber Ryan Wilson, 20, 
was the worst affected. Dubbed “the 
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E by LIZZIE CATT 


Elephant Man”, he had to have all his 
toes and several fingers amputated and 
spent five months in hospital. 

It is feared that the men may now end 
up suffering from leukemia, multiple 
sclerosis and rheumatoid arthritis — 
which the drug was supposed to combat. 

The new drug TGN1412 was developed 
by a German company. But lawyers 
believe that Parexel — a drug trial firm — 


should pay compensation because of 


errors that made the problems worse. 

A report into the trial by the 
Medicines and Health Care Products 
Regulatory Agency said Parexel had 
failed to follow several procedures. 

The group’s lawyer Martyn Day said: 
“Tt is an insult to our clients that Mr 
von Rickenbach can be paid a huge 
bonus when my clients have not 
received a penny in compensation.” 

A spokeswoman for Parexel declined 
to comment.

TERRIFIED Jade Goody has revealed 
how she faces an agonising three-week 
wait to find out if she has bowel cancer. 

The Big Brother star fears she may have to battle 
the killer disease after being rushed to hospital 
with crippling stomach pains. 

Jade, 25, now faces a tense wait following five days of 
hospital tests to find out if she has the disease. 

She said: “The doctors haven’t ruled anything out yet. I 
know bowel cancer is a killer and I’m worried. But I’m 


hoping it’s not that.” 


Despite suffering stomach pains since childhood — 
which led to several hospital visits — this week is the first 


time she has undergone 
thorough examinations to 
try to solve the problem. 

On Sunday she suffered 
her most excruciating 
pains yet after collapsing 
at her home in Chipping 
Ongar, Essex. 

Boyfriend Jack Tweedy, 
19, called an ambulance 
and she was taken to 
the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital in nearby Harlow. 

The pain was so intense 


she had to be given 
morphine. 
Jade said: “I often get 


mild stomach pains and 
every few months I get bad 
ones but this time they 
were the worst ever. 


Tests 


“The pain was atrocious 
and what really worried 
me was that blood came 
out when I went to the loo. 

“In the past I’ve just had 
X-rays and the doctors 
have said they can’t find 
anything. The pain went 
away after a while and I 
just carried on. 

“For a long time it was 
just put down to bad 
constipation. 

“But my mum’s_ best 
friend was diagnosed with 
bowel cancer and I started 
reading about it and got 
really worried. 

“This time the hospital 
decided they would do lots 
of tests to really try to find 
out the cause. 

“T had scans and cam- 
eras looking inside me and 
they did find a blockage 
that was causing the pain. 

“But I don’t yet know 
why that happened. I 
won’t find out anything 
more until I go back in 
three weeks. 

“Tm young so hopefully 
everything will be okay. It

is worrying though. I 
stopped taking pain- 
killers on Thursday and 
they kept an eye on me 
but the pain didn’t come 
back so I was allowed to 
go home.” 

Jade struggled home 
because she was desperate 
to have a magical Bonfire 
Night with her sons by TV 
presenter Jeff Brazier, 27 
— Bobby Jack, three, and 
Freddie, two. 

She said: “I wanted to be 
at home. I really wanted to 
be with my children on 
Bonfire Night. We are 
going to a little fireworks 
display and Bobby is 
scared of fireworks so I 
want to be with him.” 

The BB3 star says she is 
determined to carry on 
with her life as normal. 

Her mum Jackiey, 48, 
said she was relieved she 
might now find out what 
her problem has been. 

She said: “She has had 
this since she was a child. 
Doctors put it down to 
constipation and told her 
to eat more vegetables. 

“But I am a good cook 
and she has had lots of 
vegetables and they didn’t 
get rid of the problem. 

“I know she’s been 
worried about cancer but 
hopefully it’s not that.” 

Jade was rocked by 
another cancer scare 
earlier this year after 
abnormal results from a 
smear test. 

And in March 2004 she 
was rushed to hospital 
with an ovarian cyst while 
appearing on Five’s Back 
To Reality show.

Frenchman Fabrice Fern- 
andes signed for a five-figure

£10,000 a week — from South- 
ampton in August 2005 . 

But he moved on again just six 
months later after barely kicking a 
ball for his club. 

Agents are believed to have pock- 
eted massive amounts of cash as 
he arrived — and again when he 
moved on. 

And now the team of forensic 
accountants looking into dodgy 
transfers is understood to have 
requested all the relevant paper- 
work about the deal. 

Last month the inquiry boss — 
former Met Police Commissioner 
Lord Stevens, 64 — asked for an 
extra month’s extension to the 
deadline by which he was expected 
to complete his investigations. 


Interest 


He is expected to wrap up the 
probe into 39 transfers within the 
next few weeks. 

Lord Stevens is also looking into 
the transfers to Bolton of Tal Ben 
Haim, 24, and Ali Al-Habsi, also 24, 
plus former player Hidetoshi 
Nakata, 29. 

But the Fernandes deal is said to 
be causing the most interest. 

Fernandes, 29, started his career 
at Rennes, France, before moving 
to Fulham in 2001, then Rangers 
and Southampton. He joined 
Bolton on a free transfer after 
Southampton were relegated. 

A source at the south coast club 
said: “I don’t think the agent’s fee 
was bigger than £30,000. It made 
good business sense to spend 
£30,000 to save £300,000 in wages.” 

Bolton manager Sam Allardyce, 
52, has been quizzed by the bung 
busters, but he fiercely denies any 
wrongdoing. 

The Fernandes deal was brok- 
ered by agent Willie McKay, who 
says he was only paid by South- 
ampton — which would not be a 
breach of football’s rules.
